The picture post card has proved to 
be not only a joy to the millions, but 
an !mportant source of profit to the 
Post Office Department. These cards 
are easy to handle and do not Increase 
the expenses of post office administra- 
tion In proportion to the revenue they 
bring In. Because of their financial 
value, which bas seemed worth stimu- 
lating, the post cards have succeeded in 
securing a bit of favoritism from the 
government which no other mail mat- 
ter bas obtained. Before long it will 
be permissible to write messages on the 
address side of the cards as well as on 
the picture side. Probably hundreds of 
thousands of persons In America alone, 
and certainly millions {f all the world 
is Included, are picture post card col- 
lectors. A post card without a mes- 
sage from the sender is but half of a 
pleasure, but a message across the pic- 
ture, or even beneath It, or at one side, 
is regarded by the collector as the right 
thing In the wrong place. When the 
new arrangement takes effect the send- 
er may use the left half of the front 
of the card for his written message, 
and all of the blessings will be neatly 
delivered to the receiver without any 
of the evils. The United States is not 
the country that makes tbe Innovation. 
Most of the European countries have 
already tried it, and even have pri- 
vate arrangements for the transmis 
sion of such cards across national 
boundary lines. By the last universal 
postal congress !t was agreed that aft- 
er Oct, 1, 1907, such cards should pass 
freely between all nations which are 
oarties to the convention. Postmaster 
General Cortelyou has now issued an 
order providing for this, and also pro- 
viding that after March 1 next such 
cards shal] be admitted to the domestic 
mails. This is good news for the col- 


| lectors, and presumably experience has 


sufficlently demonstrated that messages 
confined to one-half of the card will 
still leave free space enough on the 
other half to enable the mall men to 
make out the addresses without undue 
confusion.

Hitherto !t has been feared that 
Moslem fanaticism might result In vio- 
lence against the missionaries at the 


| front if it were plainly stated that this 


board is endeavoring through its mis- 
sionarles to make Jesus Christ known 
to the followers of Mohammed, For 
nearly four score and ten years the 
board bas maintained a silence that 
bas been misinterpreted both In the 
east and In the west. Widely nas the 
uncontradicted but erroneous state 
ment been circulated that “mission 
boards are not working for the Christ- 
lanization of Moslems,” and that “no 
Moslems become Christian.” 

There is even a wide Mfference of 
opinion among the missionaries and 


| the friends of the board as to the wis- 


dom of discussing this question here. 
Some fear !t may result In open fanatl- 
cal violence against missionaries in 
Turkey and elsewhere, while others be- 
lleve that the time has come when the 
board should speak boldly and frankly. 

Last April witnessed a long step In 
!n Catro., 


assembled from all over the world to 
discuss this question. Since the con- 
ference was In a Moslem country, se 
crecy was maintained at that time to 
prevent the breaking up of the gather- 
Ing. Two volumes are soon to be !s 
sued, giving to the world a full report 
of proceedings of the first world con- 
ference of Christians upon the subject 
of Mohammedanism and Its relation to 
Christianity. 





Printing Press in Tibet. 

When approaching Tibet from the 
valley on the west a correspondent pald 
a visit to a monastery, there far famed 
for its printing press, says the Times 
af India. 

In winter the press does no work. 
probably because the Ink cannot he 
kept from freezing, and we are disaj- 
polnted In our hopes of witnessing the 
manner In which sacred literature Is 
manufactured In Tibet. 

All around a big hall are arranged In 
shelves the printing blocks, which are 
simply rectangular pleces of woad up- 
on which a whole page of letter!ng has 
been carved. When In action a block 
Is held In a vise and then leverea by 
hand upon the paper, where It leaves a 
facsimile of the carving on Its face. 

The process Is simple and expedi- 
tlous, and several fat volumes can Le 
printed in a day. But the blocks, of 
which there are very many thousands, 
represent long and patient labor, their 
workmanship and finish being very 
fine, Of the usual adjuncts of a print- 
ing press there are none at Nartank 
monastery except that unwashed con- 
dition of some of the monks and all af 
the attendants entitles them to rank 
with printers’ devils.

Marvels of invention tn these times 
are looked upon as matters of fact. The 
announcement of the discovery of the 
X-ray ten years ago was indeed at first 
viewed with some tIncredulity; but 
when the proof was quickly produced, 
the world was ready to believe any- 
thing. Wireless telegraphy was accept- 
ed as a matter of course; wireless tel- 
ephony Is now expected speedily to be 
made available. There is almost noth- 
Ing too extravagant to be impossible 
for science, so far as the average man 
!s concerned. Yet while these views 


are held of science, the ordinary person 
attending an exhibition of conjuring

cannot escape a secret thrill in the 
presence of the possibly uncanny. 

What he sees there are !!lusions, and 
deceptions. He knows that Kellar, for 
instance, has to get along without su- 
pernatural help. Everything the stage 
magician accomplishes ts a trick, and 
the fascination of the exhibition is to 
be found chiefly In the un!versal curios- 
ity which causes each spectator to de- 
sire to know how the illusion was per- 
formed, and partly in the old credence 
in the miraculous powers of black art. 

One may hazard a “guess” as to the 
method employed in one {illusion or 
another, but he !5 not likely to know 
whether or not his surmise ts correct, 
for the secret of the tricks is their 
greatest value, and the simplicity of 
most of them would, were it generally 
known, lessen the desire to see them. 
The average book of magic is a tan- 
talizing treatise to a person who “wants 
to know.” It will give the explanation 
of hundreds of tricks no longer exhib- 
ited, and will describe those which may 
still be effective in terms so vague that 
their mystery is, If anything, made 
deeper. 

Revelation In Maggio. 

An exception to the rule is “The Old 
and the New Magic,” by Henry Ridgely 
Evaus, which has been published by the 
Open Court Publishing Company of 
Chicago. This !s a very chatty and 1l- 
luminating volume, but, at times, Its 
author takes !t for granted that the 
reader Is an adept. However, It Is a 
very enjoyable but brief view of magic 
and magicians of all times. The modus 
operand! of some famous {Illusions or 
tricks {s given, and, excepting to the 
professiona! or amateur who has fol- 
lowed stage magic closely, the book will 
prove a revelation. 

One of the most simple but startling 
tricks shown on the stage !s Thurston's 
“defiance of the laws of gravitation.” 
Having made bis entrance by giving 
some feats of card manipulation, he 
suspends a2 large bali in the air like 
Mabomet's coffin. It Is apparently un- 
attached to anything, for the magician 
passes a hoop about the ball. As he 
crosees the stage the ball follows him! 
And accompanies him.as he makes his 
exit. The feat !s accomplished by a 
stream of compressed alr. It Is very 
simple, but it requires great skill to 
reproduce. 

Herrmanna’s Gun Illusion. 

The gun Illusion, performed by the 
late Alexander Herrmann, was perhaps 
one of the most sensational feats ever 
presented. A squad of soldiers, under 
the command of a sergeant or corporal, 
comprised the firing party. The guns 
were apparently loaded with genuine 
cartridges, the bullets of which had 
been previously marked for Idenftfica- 
tion by various spectators. The sol- 
diers stood upon a platform erected in 
the center of the theater, and Herr- 
mann stationed bimself upon the stage. 
The guns were fired at him, and he ap- 
parently caught the balls upon a plate. 

Upon examination the balls were 
found to be still warm from the effects 
of the explosion and the marks were 
Mentified upon them. The substitution 
of the show cartridges, which were 
loaded into the guns, for the genuine 
pues, was very subtly executed by 
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means of a trick salver having a smazl 
well let into {ts center to hold the cart- 
ridges. Into this well the marked cart- 
ridges were deposited by the spectators. 
In the interlor of the salver was a 
second compartment loaded with blank 
cartridges. The sergeant who collected 
the bullets shifted the compartment by 
means of a peg underneath the salver 
as he walked from the audience to the 
stage. The sham cartridges were now 
brought to view, and the real were 
hidden in the body of the salver. While 
the soldiers were engaged in loading 
thelr rifles with the blank cartridges 
the sergeant went behind the side scene 
to get bis gun and deposit the salver. 
A couple of assistants extracted the 
genuine bullets and heated them. Herr- 
mann went to the wing to get the plate, 
and secretly secured the marked bul- 
lets. The rest of the trick consisted in 
working up the dramatic effects. 
Conjuror Mast Be Actor. 

A great deal of the success In a trick 
such as this Is due to the dramatic ef- 
fects introduced by the wonder worker. 
The conjurer must be something of an 
actor as well as a clever slelght-of-hand 
performer. Herrmann was always hap- 
py in his “patter,” the technical name 
for the magician’s running conversa- 
tion. He was a good bit of a comedian, 
and consequently was able to distract 
the attention of his audience from 
something he did not wish them to ob- 
serve. He was not the first to make use 
of the bullet-catching trick, which real- 
ly was Invented by Robert Houdin, and 
also used by Anderson. However, Herr- 
mann made it the great feature of his 
entertainment, and by performing !t 
but seldom added to its Interest, for it 
was belleved by his audience that he 
placed bis life in jeopardy every time 
he performed the feat. 

Excepting the card and coin manipu- 
lators and the parlor magicians, the 
stage professor of the black art carries 
with him many tons of paraphernalia. 
The lightest, alriest effects are the re- 
sults of elaborate and heavy apparatus, 
and the modern thaumaturgist must be 
accompanied by many mechanics and 
unseen assistants, as well as by the 
chief assistants whom the spectators 
notice. The confederate, as he was 
once known, Is unnecessary nowadays. 
The gentlemen who go upon the stage 
from the audience to tle knots are all 
of them very innocent, indeed. There 
is no need of confederacy, for the trick 
is really a genuine, carefully planned 
feat, and does not depend upon any col- 
lusion on the part of some one placed 
in the audience. 

Some Feats of Kellar. 

Kellar as a young man was assistant 
to the famous Davenport Brothers, and 
he reproduces some of their cabinet 
“mysteries” with considerable and more 
effective improvements. It is explained 
that the Davenport Brothers accom- 
plished their feats by secretly taking 
up slack in the rope while it was being 
tled, thereby getting a loophole in the 
bonds through which to work one hand 
loose. Frequently they cut the cords

with knives secreted in their sleeves. 
Those who have seen Kellar’s dexterous 
performance may form their own Ideas 
as to whether or not be achieves his 
results In this way. 

A master magician like Kellar usual- 
ly improves upon the tricks he adopts. 
Thus Kellar’s automaton “Psycho” is 
not faentical with Maskelyne’s, which 
has been explained, although not be- 
yond dispute. Kempelen’s automaton 
chess player, which caused a sensation 
in Europe in the eighteenth century, 
was of very difficult construction. An 
expose of Kempelen's masterplece show- 
ed that it was operated by a man who 
was skillfully concealed in the machine. 
The present-day “Psycho” Is under no 
such suspicion, belng merely a product 
of mechanical ingenuity and a thorough 
knowledge of psychics. 

Levitation and Flight. 

In adopting the celebrated “levita- 
tion” mystery Kellar has also introduced 
improvements. It Is a very surprising 
feat, and as frst used by Kellar may 
be explained by the diagram shown. 


An assistant is introduced, laid on an 
ottoman and then sent off into a hyp- 
notic trance? This part of the feat, it 
may be explained, is the dramatic 
“leading up,” a necessary feature in 
every sensational conjuring trick. The 
performer takes an ordinary fan and 
fans the body while it rises slowly 
about four feet in the alr, where it 
mysteriously remains for any length of 
time desired. A large solid steel hoop 
is given for examination, and after the 
audience Is satisfied as to its genuine- 
ness it is passed over the body from 
head to feet, behind the body and over 
it again, at once dispelling the idea of 
wires or any other tangible support 
used, the body, as it were, journeying 
through the boop each time. It will be 
noticed that the cranked bar is the 
soul of the illusion. 

Houdini, the “Handcuff King,” who, 
by the way, Is an American, has aston- 
ished even the police by the rapidity 
and ease with which he, sheds hand- 
cuffs with which he allows himself to 
be fettered. Handcuffs are supplied 
with spring locks, and can only be open- 
ened by means of a key. As a matter 
of fact, Houdin! relieves himself of bis 
“bracelets” by using keys which he se- 
crets about his clothing. The costume 
in which he performs !s provided with 
sundry small pockets especially made 
for the purpose, and so arranged that 
he Is able to place his hand upon some 
one or other of them !n whatever posl- 
tion he may be. No matter how he 
may be burdened with his steel fetters, 
Houdini finds a way to dexteriously 
withdraw a key, insert it In the locks 
and release bis bonds. 

One of the “big” sensational feats 
which was used by Herrmann, among 
others was De Kolta and Maskelyne’s 
illusion, called “Black Art; or, the Ma- 
batmas Ontdone.” The paraphernalia 
for this act is considerable, but the 
success of the performance rests upon 
the histrionic ability and the dexterity 
of the performers. The stage is all 
hung in black. Special exposed foot- 
lights and sidelights prevent one peer- 
ing into the mystic darkness beyond. 
Furniture and human beings are pro- 
duced and vanished at a word, and a 
lady \s “decapitated.” An assistant, 
dressed in black velvet and wearing 
black gloves and a black hood, Is In the 
apartment all the time. When a chair 
ia to be produced he quickly whisks off 
the black velvet cover which had con- 
cealed it, and, behold, a white chair 
is In plain view. Throughout the scene 
the performer is attired In white 
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Danish Roads Compelled to Carry 
‘Deadheads” Perpetually. 

The town of Lauenburg,in Schleswig- 
Holstein, enjoys a privilege which is 
probably unique in the world—that of 
free transit by rail to and from the 
neighboring town af Buchen. As the In- 
habitants number about 5,500 and the 
distance {s about nine miles, the costl!- 
ness of the privilege to the railway 
companies la great. 

The queer exemption, according to 
the Londagn Globe, dates from 1844, 
when the Berlin-Hamburg line was 
bullt The Lauenburgers made great 
sacrifices to secure that the line should 
touch their town, but the physical dim- 
culties were so great that the engineers 
abandoned the idea and took it through 
Buchen, to which town the Danish gar- 
ernment afterward constructed a 
branch from Lauenburg, giving to the 
Lauenburgers !n perpetuity the right of 
free transit for themselves and their 
baggage. 

The Prussian railway administratior 
has severa] times tried to rid Itself of 
this burden, but the courts have always 
upheld the right. Quite recently a 
Lauenburg choral society, made to pay 
thelr fares to Mecklesburg, have sp- 
pealed and the courts have ordered the 
deduction of the Buchen portion.

Many different reasons are assigned 
by people for their unwillingness to 
submit tq the extraction of teeth. But 
it was no fear of pain which was up- 
permost in the mind of Miss Mehitable 
Lamson of Willowby, when told by the 
dentist that she would be much benc- 
fited by the loss of two of ber prom!- 
nent teeth.

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Convenient Hen House Door. 

It Is frequently desired to allow 
ventilation through the henhouse with- 
out opening the doors so that the fowls 
may get out. An arrangement which 
makes this possible is shown !n the 
cut, consisting of an opening In the 
upper half of the door, {nside of which 
a screen is placed. This allows ven- 
tilation In the henhouse without draft 
upon the birds. Ordinary poultry 
netting may be used In the opening, 
with a tight boarded shutter to be 
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closed in stormy weather and at night. 
Thorough ventllation of the benhouse 
is very essential, since hens need fresh 
alr quite as badly as they need fresh 
water, and modern henhouses are being 
bnilt tight, so that sufficlent ventilation 
must be provided for through ventilat- 
ing flues or openings In the windows 
and doors.—Farm and Home. 


Fall Plowing. 

It sometimes happens that one has to 
Dlow sod whenever the opportunity pre- 
sents Itself for doing the work, with- 
out reference to whether the time 
chosen !s the best or not. Some argu- 
ments might be advanced In favor of 
early fall plowing. while late fall 
Plowing also has its advantageous fea- 
tures. If plowing ts done early In the 
fall, say, In September or October, It 
{s usually necessary to do a little disk- 
ing before the ground freezes up, oth- 
erwise the grass may make consider- 
able growths, and this in turn pre 
vents the sod from decaying. If one 
has the available horse power and also 
the time to do the work, bluestem sod 
may be brought into fine condition by 
plowing !t early and afterwards disk- 
ing it. The ordinary method I« to plow 
late in the fall. If the sod is turned 
over completely with but little buckling, 
the grass will make but littie head- 
way, and consequently a saving of la- 
bor will be affected, as compared with 
early plowlng.—Fleld and Farm. 


Searcity of Quail. 

Quall starved to death by thousands 
in the winter of 1904-05, but last winter 
they had an easy time except in Febru- 
ary and March. From Massachusetts 
to Indiana the qual! are so scarce that 
restocking has become necessary. The 
birds for this purpose are hard to find. 
More than 100,000 have been captured 
In Alabama and the southwest, where 
they still occur in abundance, and have 
been shipped north for breeding. Even 
this supply !s Inadequate, and may not 
last long. The qua!l !s perhaps our most 
popular game bird, and a market will 
be found for all that can be procured. 
Complete success has been had fn rals- 
ing them on a small scale. Why should 
not some one go Into the business on 
such a scale that he could turn out 
100,000 quall per year?—Country Life 
In America.

Germany's 7,907,178. Cape Colony has 
41,818,829 sheep and Natal 726,752, 





| Use and Valae of the Silo. 


The use and ralue of the silo has 
made phenomenal progress throughout 
the country during recent years. In 
1888 the United States Agricultural 
| Department reported only ninety silos 

In the country, The recent report finds 
approximately 500,000. Formerly the 
hbenefita of the silo were almost wholly 
unknown to the average farmer; now 
it is found to be a necessity on thou- 
sands of farms. This |s especially true 
In the corn belt, where the silo Is almost 
& necessity In economical dairying. 
Recent experiments prove conclusively 
that the use of silage is quite as much 
of a necessity In beef production. It 
uot only provides a palatable, succu- 
lent, healthy food, but enables the 
farmer to keep about twice the number 
of live stock as before the advent of 
the silo. It not only produces nearly 
double the quantity of dalry products 
and beef, but augments the fertility of 
the soll. The silo Is here to stay, and 
every farmer should plan to have one. 
With all Its other advantages, there Is 
no other way that roughage can be a0 
cheaply stored. 


Hew to Drive a Well. 

In many sections of the couutry 
where there is a gravelly sub-strata, 
the obtalning of water Is a compara- 
tively simple matter by means of a 
driven well, says Farming. The method 
is as follows: A section of pipe (a con- 
ventent size belng Inch and a quarter) 
is Atted with a polnt of iron. This pipe 
{s bored full of holes, which are cov- 
ered with a brass gauze. The point ls 
driven Into the ground by a sledge ham- 

| mer and five-foot sections of galvan- 
ized lron pipe are joined to it as it Is 
driven Into the ground. Frequent tests 
are made with a pitcher pump to dis- 
cover when water has been reached. 
This method of obtaining water !s not 
altogether satifactory, because from the 
very nature of things the work has te 
be done blindly, and very often one la 
obliged to give up entirely after hay- 
ing driven twenty or thirty feet of pipe 
through quicksand from which ne 
water can be obtalned.

Malching Peach Trees. 

The Nebraska experiment station has 
demonstrated that rapidly growing 
peach trees are made hardier In both 
wood and fruft bud by the use of a 
cover-crop. By drying the ground some- 
what !n late summer the growth of the 
trees Is checked and the wood matures 
properly before the advent of freezing 
weather. Cover-rops that survive the 
wiuter—rye, for instance—are detr!- 
mental to orchards, because they dry 
the ground excessively In spring when 
the trees need abundant molsture. 
Cover-crops that are killed by the early 
frosts are better than those which live 
later, because as soon as killed they 
stop drying the soil, catch fall rains 
and winter snows and check evapora- 
tion. 


Gate for the Farm. 

This gate can be made from the farm- 
er’'s wood pile A is main post, B is 
a post 4 Inches in diameter, setting on 
a stone, D, about 10 Inches thick, half 
in the ground, with a depression in cen-

ter, post B made to fit It. Bore 144-Imeh 
holes, put hardwood In and wedge the 
same at post 8. E |s a plece of 2-lnch 
plank with hole to hold post B. F ls 
a brace from B to C. This gate will laut 
for many years and will ewing ether 
way. 


Electric Farming. 

Experiments tu electrical farming, 
which have been held by Prof. Lem- 
stroem, of Helsingsfors, have demon- 
strated some very Interesting facts. In 
one experiment with carrots the yleld 
was Increased 30 per cent the first 
year and 90 per cent the second year 
over plants that were not treated elec- 
trically. In another experiment with 
potatoes where the current was gener- 
ated galvanically in the earth by 
means of copper and ginc plates con- 
nected by Insulated wires strung above 
growing vines, an Increased yield of 
from 60 per cent to 100 per cent waa 
recorded. Some scientists pow claim 
thaat the large harvests of Spitzbergen 
and Finland are due to the electrical 
Influence of the aurora  borealls,— 
Farming. 





Essential of a Sile. 

The proper construction of the ailo 
!s of the greatest importance. If the 
sides of the silo are not airtight, too 
much alr ts admitted and the silage 
will spoll. If the walls are not per- 
fectly rigid the presence of the silage 
will cause them to spring out, thus al- 
lowing alr to enter between the silage 
and the wall, and, again, the result ts 
decayed silage. 

Before bullding a silo the most care- 
ful attention should be given to loca- 
tion, size, form and method of con- 
struction. These will differ somewhat 
according to locality and individual 
needs.—Farming. 





Fruit Trees and Rabbits. 

When snow Is on the ground rabbits 
have a hard time securing food and 
will eat anything that will prevent 
starvation.

The Washington State Fish Commis 
sion reports that fish can be frozen 
solid and thawed back to life, if uot 
exposed to the sun or allowed to get 
more than twelve to fourteen degrees 
below the freezing point. Salmon from 
the Pacific coast could be frozen and 
transported to the Atlautic coast and 
resuscitated to full life under proper 
conditions, The results of this test 
will be that live salmon, frozen in 
blocks of ice, may be shipped to the 
Atlantic coast market before long.

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MANY CIGARETTES IMPORTED, 





Made by Greeks of Greek Tobacco, 
They Are Calied Egyptian. 

A controversy which has teen going 
tn in Europe, and especta'ly in Eng- 
land, as to the rival merits of Turk- 
ish apd Egyptian cigarett»s seems like- 
ly to be settled by a report o” a dis- 
Interested but observant American con- 
su. 

Though the United States Is the 
great cigarette-producing nation of the 
world, there are Iimportel iuto this 
country every year more than $3,000,- 
000 worth of forelgn-made cigarettes, 
some Turkish and some Egyptian. 

Turkey {s a large tobacco-producing 
country, yielding 50,000 tons of tobac- 
so every year, and the 7m1ks, it is 
well known, are a nation of smokers. 
The amount of tobacco ralsed In Egypt 
is inconsiderable, and yet Egyptian 
c garettes are imported Into tuls coun- 
try in considerable amounts every 
year. 

The explanation of the matter, as 
offered by the American consul in Ath- 
eus, ls simple. It seems that the Greek 
tobacco crop last year was the largest 
Greece ever harvested—ab vit 200,000,- 
OO pounds. A brand of (ireek tobac- 
co is used for Egyptian cigirettes. 

Why, it ts asked, Egyptian? The 
answer ts that Egyptian cigarcttes are 
made by Greeks because vigarette pa- 
per Is too expensive in Grevce, where 
it Is a government monopoly. ‘lbus the 
business has gone over to Egypt.- The 
most famous cigarette macers of Egypt 
are Greeks, 

A very large business In cigarette 
n.nking has been establisned in Alex- 
andria, and it Is in the hands of 
Greeks, who import their tobacco from 
thelr own country and In turn ship it 
to foreign countries, England and the 
United States being the chief market 
for Egyptian cigarettes, whlch are, in 
foct. Greek cigarettes, those bearing 
the title Turkish being Imported from 
Turkey direct.
